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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 2-4, 12-17, 19-21 , drawn to dispenser with a specific frame (i.e., 
base portion, retention members) configuration and support member 
arrangement. 

Group II, claims 2, 5 and 10, drawn to dispenser with a specific sling 
configuration. 

Group III, claims 2, 22-24, drawn to a dispenser with a specific support member 
configuration. 

Group IV, claims 2, 6-9, 1 1 , 39, drawn to a dispenser with a separator. 

Group V, claims 25-38, drawn to a roll of pre-formed bags and a method of 
making pre-formed bags. 

2. Claim 1 links inventions l-IV. The restriction requirement of the linked inventions 
is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon the indication of 
allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions 
shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the limitations 
of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is 
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presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments 
submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted 
after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
